dist Governors are: William McKinley 
of Ohio, and Daniel H. Hastings, and, 
curiously enough, both are presidential 
candidates. 
Other governors who at- 


tend that church are Stone of Missis- 
sippi, Cleaves of Maine, Clarke, of Ar- 
kansas, Rickards of Montana and Fos- 
ter of Louisiana. The Presbyterian fold 
embraces Governors Matthews of Indi- 
ana, Allen of North Dakota, O'Perrall 
of Virginia, Brown of Maryland, Ren- 
frew of Oklahoma, and Jefferson Gard- 
ner, Chief of the Choctaw Nation in the 
Indian Territory.

A glance over the official 


election figures of the past will throw 
some light upon the situation. Foraker 
ran for Governor four times, and waa 
twice defeated. 
He was defeated in 


1883, when he polled a total of 3i7,164 
votes. In 1885 he was elected, receiving 
an aggregate tote of 359,281. Though 
re-elected in 1887, his total vote that 
year fell off to 356,534. Worst of all, 
though his vote was 368,551 in 1889, he 
ran about 8000 behind his associates on 
the state ticket. They were elected and 
IB was defeated. McKinley's total vote 
or Governor in 1891 was 386,739, and in 
893 it reached 433,342. 
These figures 


were open to the recent "Republican 
tate convention in Ohio, and they do 
not warrant the conspicuity of Foraker 
n its proceedings. Perhaps n"xt time 
hey will give more weight to the party 
and its principles and less to an individ- 
ual whose strength is in the party ma- 
chinery and not with the voters."

CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—A special to an

The administration is likely before 


long to be confronted with another 
international complication. 
The Ha- 


waiian question has assumed a new 
phase, and while no crisis has yet 
arisen there is a menace in the situa- 
tion which is likely at any moment to 
cause trouble there, and the un- 
friendly attitude of the present ad- 
ministration 
toward the Hawaiian 


government is calculated to encourage 
the threatened disorder. 


Minister Castle, who has recently 


arrived in Washington, has referred 
cautiously to the attitude of Japan to- 
ward Hawaii. Private advices explain 
the meaning of this reference. 


It is stated that the Japanese gov- 


ernment desires to get possession of 
the Hawaiian islands and to overthrow 
the Dole government. It is believed 
that the next step in the new Japan- 
ese policy of aggression in acquisition 
will be in this direction 
It is asserted 


that Japan is mere'y waiting- for an 
excuse and that the Japanese residents 
in Hawaii are doing all in their power 
to furnish this excuse. 


The Dole government is cognizant of 


this purpose on the part of the Japan- 
ese and ib uneasy. It is the only 
menace that Hawaii now has. 


The Japanese in Hawaii have main- 


tained a hostile attitude toward the 
government and are said to be grow- 
ing more aggressive. 
It 
i=> only by 


the greatest conservatism and for- 
bearance that the government avoids 
the issue which Japan is awaiting. 
They have carefully avoided every- 
'thing 
that 
could 
bring 
on 
a 


conflict of any sort or give excuse for 
a demand on the part of the Japanese 
for indemnity to any Japanese sub- 
jects; but it is foreseen that they can 
not be able to more than postpone the 
trouble. 
Japan, with 
the

example before her, indicating the 
quiescent attitude of this irovernment 
in a case similar to the Corinto affair, 
and aware also of the hostile attitude 
of this administration toward Hawaii, 
calculates on , not being interfered 
with in case the excuse is offered to 
her to send war vessels to take posses- 
sion of the islands. 


It is a diplomatic secret that it is 


the intention of Japan to do this at 
the earliest opportunity. It is a part 
of the Japanese policy of acquisition, 
looking to the expansion of her power 
and the development of commercial 
importance against the nations, to get 
possession of these islands, occupying 
the position they 3o on the highway 
of c6mmerce. The Japanese regard 
Hawaii as a valuable stragetic position 
for the gratification of their ambition 
to become a naval and commercial 
power. 


What the attitude of the Tnited 


States will be under this administra- 
tion is a matter of doubt, but it is ex- 
pected that Mr. Cleveland will be con- 
fronted with the question before the 
expiration of his term. 


Congress has declared that no for- 


eign power should be permitted to 
take possession of these islands and 
the administration will feel bound by 
this declaration to take a position 
different from that which it has here- 
tofore held in i-elation to Hawaii.
